LOWER RATE OF UNITED KINGDOM EXPORTS 
IN FEBRUARY 


£175-4 million, compared with {214-4 million in January. 

February contained only 24 working days compared with 
27 in January, but even if allowance is made for the different number 
of working days the rate of export in February was 8 per cent. less 
than in, January, or in the fourth quarter of 1950. 

The value of imports in February was {247-8 million, a reduction 
of £50-2 million compared with the high January figure, but 
£30-9 million more than the average for 1950. Re-exports in 
February were valued at {7-8 million, so the excess of imports 
(valued c.i.f.) over exports and re-exports (valued f.o.b.) was 
£64-6 million, giving an average of £69-4 million for the first two 
months of the year, against an average of £29-0 million for the 
whole of 1950.

Lower Export Volume 

Changes in the volume of trade are measured by estimating the 
value of imports and exports at 1947 prices in order to eliminate 
the effect of price changes ; the provisional estimate of the volume 
of exports in February is 145 per cent. of the 1947 average, compared 
with 181 per cent. in January and an average of 175 per cent. in 
the last quarter of 1950. For the first two months of the year the 
volume of exports was about 7 per cent. below the average for the 
fourth quarter of last year. Import prices in February showed a 
further increase, and a provisional estimate suggests that the volume 
of imports was nearly 20 per cent. below the January level; 
for the two months taken together the volume of imports was only 
about 3 per cent. above the 1950 average in spite of the increase 
of 26 per cent. in terms of value. 

The major part of the reduction in the value of imports compared 
with January was due to the fall of £29-6 million to £108-0 million 
for imports of raw materials—largely the result of smaller quantities 


of raw wool and cotton imported ; for January and February 
together, however, the value of imports of raw materials was 48 per 
cent. above the 1950 average, this increase being due entirely 
to higher prices. February imports of food, drink and tobacco 
(487- -4 million) were £11-1 million lower than in January, and those 
manufactured goods fell by £9-4 million to £51-0 million. 


Details of Exports 


Exports of manufactured goods in February were {153-3 million, 
bringing the average for the first two months of the year to £171-0 
million, 9 per cent. above that for 1950. For food, drink and 
tobacco the January-February average was 8 per cent. higher, but 
for raw materials there was a fall of 14 per cent., the higher value 
of raw wool, etc., being more than offset by the "reduction in coal 
exports. 

February exports of textiles ({£37-4 million) were £10-8 million 
below the very high January figure, but nearly half the reduction 
was due to a fall of £4-9 million from the abnormally high January 
figure of exports to South Africa. For the two months taken 
together, exports of textiles were, in total, 24 per cent. above last 
year’s average. 

The value of metal goods exported in February (£81-3 million) 
was {21-0 million below that in January, and the average for the 
two months was only 2 per cent. above last year’s average. For other 
manufactured goods (£34-6 million) the reduction compared with 
January (11 per cent.) was no more than could be accounted for by 
the shorter working month, the value of exports for the two largest 
groups, chemicals, drugs, dyestuffs, etc., and of miscellaneous 
manufactures showing very little reduction. 


The fall compared with January was shared by all the textile 
groups, though that for miscellaneous textiles was very small 
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(from £2°6 million to £2-5 million). The total value of cotton 
yarns and manufactures exported fell by £5. million to £13-5 million, 
but the January-February average was still 21 per cent. above the 
1950 average ; in quantity terms yarn exports in the two months 
were 12 per cent. above last year’s average, and piece-goods were 
10 per cent. higher. For woollen and worsted goods the fall compared 
with January (£3-1 million to £13-9 million) still left the average for 
the first two months nearly a third above last year’s level. Part of this 
increase is due to price increases—wool tops were 32 per cent. higher 
in value, but 21 per cent. lower in quantity—but for piece-goods the 
quantity increase for the two months compared with last year was as 
much as 20 per cent. The reduction in exports of silk and artificial 
silk yarns and manufactures compared with January (from £6°1 
million to £4-1 million) was due largely to the reduction in exports to 
South Africa which was also shared by the cotton and wool groups. 
Total exports for this group in January—February were 22 per cent. 
above last year’s level, the quantity of artificial silk piece-goods 
exported being 16 per cent. above the 1950 average. 


Exports of Vehicles 


Exports of vehicles (including locomotives, ships and aircraft) 
in January and February, £35-3 million, were 5 per cent. more than 
the average for the year 1950. About half the fall in value in February 
(to £31-1 million) compared with the January total of £39-7 million, 
was due to very low exports of ships and boats ({£0-7 million against 
£4-9 million in January, and an average of £3-5 million in 1950.) 
For the rest of the group the reduction compared with January was 
very little more than could be accounted for by the shorter month. 

Exports cf cars and chassis in February amounted to 27,116 
(valued at £8-3 million), bringing the average for January-February 
to 30,617, 8 per cent. below the 1950 average. Despite a fall of about 
a quarter between January and February, exports of commercial 
vehicles for the two months were about equal to last year’s average. 
‘The number of agricultural tractors shipped in February, (9,161 valued 
at £3-0 million) was practically the same as the high January figure, 
and 32 per cent. more than the 1950 average. 

With a reduction between the two months of 18 per cent., the 
average quantity of iron and steel and manufactures exported in 
January and February was 7 per cent. below last year’s average. 
Exports of machinery in the two months taken together showed an 
increase in value of 1 per cent., to £26-7 million ; February shipments 
of textile machinery ({£2-6 million) were about one-third less than 
in January. 

The value of non-ferrous metals and manufactures exported in 
February (£6-9 million) showed a comparatively small reduction 
compared with January, and the average for the two months was 
13 per cent. above that for 1950 ; except for aluminium, however, 
the quantities exported were below last year’s levels for most of the 
important items. Abcut half of the increase in value was due to 
abnormally high exports of partly worked gold. 

Exports of chemicals, drugs, dyes and colours in February (£9-7 
million) were at a higher rate than in January when allowance is 
made for the different number of working days. Exports of benzol, 
which were negligible in January amounted to £0-5 million (nearly 
all to the United States) in February. The average for January and 
February for the group as a whole (£10-0 million) was 4 per cent. 
less than that for the last quarter of 1950. 

Shipments of coke declined sharply in February to 98,000 tons 
(valued at £0-3 million), compared with 193,000 tons in January and 
an average of 184,000 tons in the year 1950. 

The value of exports of pottery, glassware, etc., fell by 18 per cent. 
compared with January, and the average for the two months just 
equalled last year’s average. 


Exports to North America 


The value of United Kingdom exports to the United States in 
February was provisionally £10-2 million ($28-5 million). The 
daily rate of exports, although below the high figure reached in the 
fourth quarter, exceeded that in January by 4 per cent. ; the rate for 
January and February together was 18 per cent. below the fourth 
quarter, but 12 per cent. above last year’s average. The value of 
re-exports rose to £1-6 million compared with £1°1 million in Jan- 
uary, and an average of £1-4 million in the fourth quarter. 

Exports of raw wool, waste and rags rose sharply in value from the 
low levels of December and January to £0-7 million, 29 per cent. 
oe the average for last year ; re-exports were valued at £0°5 
million.

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Overseas Trade in February—(Continued) 


Exports of chemicals (£1-0 million) more than doubled in value 
compared with either January or the 1950 average. The increase was 
due largely to the very high value (£473,000) of benzol exports. 
The value of non-ferrous metals and manufactures, £0-9 million, 
was maintained at about the average for 1950. The value of linen 
piece-goods exported rose to £446,000, just above the average for the 
fourth quarter, but exports of most of the other main items were less 
than in January or the fourth quarter. 

United Kingdom exports to Canada in February were valued 
provisionally at £7-8 million (equivalent to 21-8 million U.S. dollars). 
The daily rate was 8 per cent. less than in January and for January and 
February together there was a fall in the rate of exports of 30 per cent. 
compared with the fourth quarter, and 18 per cent. compared with 
last year’s average. "The value of exports of vehicles in February 
(£1-2 million) was, as in January, under half the average for 1950. 
The number of new cars included in the total was 2,012, compared 
with 2,547 in January, and an average of 6,039 in the fourth quarter, 
seasonal influences playing a part in depressing the January and 
February figures. 

Exports of woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures were 
below the high January figure, but, at £2-0 million, almost equal to 
the average for the fourth quarter. The quantity of woven worsted 
tissues included in the total, 876,000 square yards (valued at £649,000) 
was 23 per cent. more than the January figure and 10 per cent. above 
the fourth quarter average. Exports of cotton yarns and manufactures 
which were £529,000 in January, fell to £335,000 in February, 32 per 
cent. below the average for the fourth quarter, largely on account of a 
sharp fall in shipments of woven piece-goods. 

Apart from non-ferrous metals, the value of which rose slightly 
compared with January, exports of all the other main groups of 
commodities were lower in February than in January or the fourth 
quarter. ' 


Details of Imports 


Food, drink and tobacco imports in the two months January- 
February were 8 per cent. above last year’s average, the high level of 
imports of beverages and of dairy produce, and a smaller increase 
for grain and flour imports being only partly offset by reductions for 
tobacco and for other food groups, notably for meat. 

Despite a heavy fall between January and February in imports of 
dairy produce (from £18-5 million to £13-6 million) the average for 
the two months was over a fifth higher than that for 1950; imports 
of butter were 13 per cent. above the average quantity imported in 
1950 and, partly as a result of large supplies from the United States, 
cheese imports were 81 per cent. higher. The value of imports of 
beverages and cocoa preparations increased from £14-9 million in 
January to £16°6 million in February and the average for the two 
months was 42 per cent. above that for 1950; the quantity of tea 
imported was 65 per cent. higher. With a seasonal increase in 
February compared with the low January figure, the quantity of raw 
cocoa imported in the two months was only just below last year’s 
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average, while the value showed an increase of over a third. The 
total value of meat imports in January-February was only 5 per cent. 
below last year’s average, the continuing low level of imports of 
carcase meat being largely offset by the high value of imports of 
canned meat, particularly tinned bacon and hams. 

The further reduction between January and February in imports 
of tobacco was mainly seasonal; total supplies in the two months 
were over a third below the average quantity imported last year. 

The value for all the main groups or raw materials, except rubber, 
was lower in February than in the previous month. Imports of raw 
rubber, 25,292 tons, were one-fifth above the average for 1950, 
bringing the average for January-February to 24,117 tons. This 
was 14 per cent. more than last year’s average, the value ({£11°5 
million) being nearly two and a half times the 1950 avcrage. Imports 
of raw sheep’s and lambs’ wool, on the other hand, fell sharply in 
February compared with the high January figure, but the average 
quantity for the two months 29,000 tons, was 11 per cent. more than 
last year’s average and the value was almost double. Supplies of 
raw cotton also fell sharply from the January peak, the quantity in 
February, 23,400 tons, being not much over half that in the previous 
month. Average imports in the two months were 8 per cent. less in 
quantity than the average for last year, but the value was nearly one 
half greater. 

Among the other groups of raw materials the only decrease com- 
pared with the year 1950 in the value of imports in January and 
February taken together was for iron ore and scrap. The increase 
in oils, oilseeds and nuts was small, an increase in crude petroleum 
offsetting lower values for imports of other oils, oilseeds, etc. 

With imports of manufactured goods valued at £51-0 million in 
February the average for the first two months of the year, £55-7 
million, was 18 per cent. higher than that for the whole of last year. 
The average for non-ferrous metals was only 5 per cent. higher in 
value, increases in the value of imports of copper and tin being 
partly counterbalanced by the lower value of aluminium and alloys 
and lead; except for copper where there was a rise of 4 per cent., the 
average quantity of these metals imported in January and February 
was in all cases below the 1950 average. 

The quantity of refined petroleum imported in February was 
nearly one third below the high January figure; the average for the 
two months together (226 million gallons) was only just above that 
for 1950, though the value was about 13 per cent. higher. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports were 
published on March 20*, and further analysis of the figures will be 
found in the form of tables in the Monthly Report on Overseas Tradet 
for April, due to be published on or about April 16. The table on 
page 639 shows summary figures for imports and United Kingdom 
exports, while the table on pages 640 and 641 give figures of some of 
the more important commodities of our trade, both by value and by 
quantity.

Central Group of International Materials Conference 


THE Governments of the United States, the United Kingdom 

and France, have announced the expansion of the Central Group 
The expanded Central 
Group will include, in addition to the three Governments mentioned, 


of the International Materials Conference. 


the Governments of Australia, Brazil, Canada, India and Italy, 
representatives from the Organization for European Economic 
Co-operation, and the Organization for American States. The 
permanent Central Group will hold its first meeting in the near 
future. 


Previous announcements by the three Governments which initiated 
the establishment of the International Commodity Committees now 
meeting in Washington, D.C., pointed out that the Central Group 
formed by them was temporary and that there would be consultations 
with Governments and appropriate organizations concerning the 
future composition of a permanent group to initiate and facilitate 
the work of the committees on individual commodities. The accep- 
tance by the new members of invitations to participate now makes it 
possible for the temporary group to turn over its functions to the 
enlarged body. 

In its enlarged form the Central Group will consist of eight of the 
largest producing and consuming countries of the world, as well as 


two organizations representing States on a regional basis in the 
Americas and Europe. The five new countries represented are 
nations in the South Pacific area, Latin America, North America, 
Asia and Europe respectively. 


Conference on Wool 

The Central Group of the Conference which is in session at Wash- 
ington D.C., has announced that the following countries have accepted 
an invitation to participate in the work of the Wool Committee : 
Australia, Belgium (for Benelux), France, Federal Republic of Ger- 
many, Italy, New Zealand, Union of South Africa, United Kingdom, 
United States and Uruguay. The Wool Committee is scheduled to 
convene on April 2. 

The Wool Committee is the sixth committee established to review 
the supply position for essential materials in short supply or in danger 
of becoming so, and to recommend measures for increasing the 
production and ensuring effective distribution and use of such 
materials. The number of Governments participating in one or 
more of the committees in this work totals 23. 

The first committee on copper, zinc, and lead, was established on 
February 26 and committees on sulphur, cctton, tungsten and 
molybdenum and manganese nickel and cobalt at intervals since. 
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United Kingdom Exports 


to Canada 


N HIS RETURN to Canada from the United Kingdom where 

he attended the Dollar Export Convention at Eastbourne (reported 

in the Board of Trade Journal on March 10), the Chairman of the 
Dollar-Sterling Trade Advisory Council, Mr. James S. Duncan, 
issued a message to Canadian industrialists telling them how the 
Conference underlined the necessity for United Kingdom exporters 
to continue their efforts in the dollar areas. 


Mr. Duncan said that with the outbreak of war in Korea, some . 


anxiety was felt by Canadian importers concerning the adequacy of 
supplies of United Kingdom goods. As Britain’s rearmament 
programme got under way, those fears were accentuated. In order 
to clarify the position, he flew to London last autumn and discussed 
the situation with the Prime Minister, Mr. C. R. Attlee, and the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson. The Prime Minister 
assured him that Britain’s purpose was to hold, and, where possible, 
further stimulate her exports to the dollar area, that he considered such 
exports to be of basic national importance, and that these would be 
given equal priority with the defence and rearmament programmes. 

he Prime Minister authorized him to release a statement to this 
effect to the Canadian Press upon his return to Canada. This was in 
October 1950. Since ther, under the impact of the rearmament 
programme, both in the United States (with its resultant curtailment 
of raw materials for Britain) and in the United Kingdom, certain 
shortages had shown up, which had, in some measure interfered with 
or slowed up delivery of goods ordered by Canada from United 
Kingdom suppliers, and had caused uneasiness on the part of Canadian 
importers and doubt in the minds of some of these British suppliers 
as to their ability to fulfil orders presently booked or care for future 
business. 


authorized to release a statement [reproduted at the end of this an- 
nouncement] which should go a long way towards allaying any 
apprehension concerning the United Kingdom’s determination and, 
within certain limitations, her ability to maintain and, where possible, 
to expand her exports to Canada and to the United States. 


U.K. Need of Raw Materials 

Notwithstanding what had been said, it would not be realistic to 
assume that Britain’s rearmament programme, superimposed as it 
was upon a peace-time economy, already stretched taut, would not 
interfere in varying degrees with civilian supplies for both the home 
market and export. But in this, the United Kingdom was no different 
from the United States and Canada, where shortages were showing up 
everywhere and limitations in supplies were being imposed. One 
must not overlook the fact that Britain had a very special reason for 
maintaining her dollar exports—a much more compelling one than 
many other countries—namely, that she must export to the dollar 
areas with renewed vigour, in order to earn the dollars with which to 
purchase the raw materials required from these areas for her rearma- 
ment and defence programmes. 

Mr. Duncan went on to refer to the speech made by Mr. William 
Batt at the Conference, in which he emphasized that exports to the 
dollar area had a vital role to play in the defence effort, and promised 
that E.C.A. would do their utmost to see that the American people 
understood this situation. (See page 529 of the Board of Trade 
Journal on March 10.) 

Mr. Duncan said the message he brought back from the Eastbourne 
Convention was that Canadians should carry on with the policies 
inaugurated in October 1949, when the Dollar-Sterling Trade

Too this end, he attended the Dollar Convention at Eastbourne, 
where some 800 prominent British industrialists and others connected 
with the export drive to the dollar areas were assembled. The 
importance of this Convention and its objectives could best be 
illustrated by the fact that it was attended by many high-ranking 
public figures, including the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. Hugh 
Gaitskell ; the President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson ; 
the Minister of Supply, Mr. George R. Strauss ; Mr. William L. 
Batt, Minister in charge of the E.C.A. Mission to the United Kingdom, 
and his staff ; the High Commissioner for Canada, Mr. L. Dana 
Wilgress ; and many senior Civil Servants. 

The Convention was both timely and important. It reaffirmed the 
determination of British industry and the British Government to 
maintain and, where possible, increase exports to dollar areas. It 
emphasized the essentiality of ‘‘ Dollars for Defence.”

Outerwear 


The Order introduces Related Schedule No. 3J, which replaces 
Related Schedule No. 3H and provides wholesalers’ overriding 
maximum prices for women’s and maids’ outerwear (other than 
knitted apparel and gloves). It permits increased overriding maximum 
prices for women’s breeches made from cotton cloths and for most 
cotton dresses. ‘These increases average approximately 10 per cent. 
The Schedule also introduces maximum prices for garments made 
from rayon cloths not previously listed and maximum prices for 
rayon garments in cloths already listed are adjusted to allow for the 
increaSe in cloth cost amounting to about 12} per cent. 

In this Schedule no overriding maximum retail prices are fixed. 
Retail maximum prices for these garments are governed solely by a 
controlled margin of profit. l 


Underwear and Nightwear 


The same Order introduces Related Schedule No. 4L, which 
replaces Related Schedule No. 4K and provides overriding maximum 
prices for women’s and maids’ underwear and nightwear (other than 
knitted apparel). Ceiling prices are included for garments made from 
woven rayon cloths of specification numbers which have not previously 
been listed.

More Waste Paper Salvage is 
Urgently Needed 


HE IMPORTANCE of waste paper collection was emphasized 

by the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Hervey 
Rhodes, speaking at the annual dinner of the Waste Paper Merchants’ 
Association in London on March 14. 

Mr. Rhodes said that waste paper of all descriptions was needed in 
greater quantities than ever before. It was required not only for the 
board mills which were producing packaging materials which were 
urgently required for defence purposes as well as for home and export 
packing. It was needed also for other paper mills who were anxious 
to secure more waste in order to help out their pulp supplies. Mem- 
bers of the Waste Paper Merchants’ tion therefore, an 
important responsibility. They could play a a very useful part in 
maintaining and increasing the supply of this valuable raw material. 
We were relying on local authorities to provide the great bulk of the 
increase required—and he was very glad to say that we already had 
evidence of an encouraging response to the inducements offered by 
the mills, and the appeal launched by the President of the Board of 
Trade. However, the commercial and industrial sources which 
were the particular responsibility of the members of the W.P.M.A. 
must continue to provide the greater part of our collections. 

In this respect the merchants had no doubt had a large part in 
achieving the record collections of January 1951, when receipts 
were at the rate of 946,000 tons a year. He would like to congratulate 
all those who had contributed to this success. This figure of 946,000 
tons probably amounted to about 30 per cent. of all the paper and 
board currently available for consumption in this country. He 
recognized that there were factors working against us. There was 
A greater volume of 
packaging materials was now finding its way into the export market. 
The board used for defence purposes often did not find its way back 
to the collector. Nevertheless there was still room for improvement. 

He recognized also that, in the ayes aed running of their business, 
merchants were probably working under greater ties now than 
they were during the period of control. There had been a steep rise 
in prices. Moreover, very heavy pressure was being exerted by 
waste paper users, There would, he hoped, be a further improve- 
ment in supplies during the spring and summer, as more local 
authorities got under way with their collections, without the need for 
more drastic Government intervention.

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Purchase Tax on Hairdressing 
Goods 


THE TREASURY have made an Order under Section 21 of the 
Finance Act, 1948, entitled ‘‘ The Purchase Tax (No. 4) Order, 
1951”’ (Statutory Instruments 1951 No. 459), the effect of which is

The charge under Group 30 (a) upon “ preparations and sub- 
stances ’’ does not apply to any individual chemical compound (e.g. 
hydrogen peroxide) sold as such, but the charge does apply to such 
substances when described or sold as for use in any of the processes 
specified in the statutory heading or when put up for sale with any 
indication (whether on the packing material or in any form of publicity) 
that the substance is intended for use in those processes. 

The 33} per cent. rate hitherto applicable to hair waving and 
hair drying machines is preserved in the new Group 30 (c), which 
also includes exothermic pads or sachets, steam pads or sachets, 
electric clamps, pre-heated clamps, pre-heated curlers, curling tongs, 
waving irons and similar articles, provided that they are designed for 
heating the hair in the process of waving, curling or setting it. This 
rate of tax is also regarded as applicable to clamps which, although not 
pre-heated, are specialized for use in heat waving systems. All 
other hair clamps, curlers, etc., are chargeable at 100 per cent. under 
Group 30 (a). 

Replacement parts for hair drying machines are not chargeable. 
In the case of hair waving machines, replacement parts are not 
chargeable unless they are themselves articles or appliances within 
the scope of Group 30 (a) or Group 30 (c). The position of articles 
within the scope of a 33} per cent. charge under Group 4 (e.g. hair 
grips and slides), Group 31 (b) (e.g. brushes and combs) or Group 
32 (b) (ii) (e.g. shampoos) is unaffected. 

The Order applies to goods of the kinds specified which are 
delivered on sale, or appropriated to retail trade or similar purposes, 
on or after March 31, 1951, and to imported goods which are entered 
with the Customs for clearance on payment of tax, or which are 
delivered from bonded warehouse for home consumption, on or 
after that date.

Non-Ferrous Scrap 


THE Minister of Supply, Mr. George R. Strauss, has made a new 
Order to overcome certain anomalies in scrap metal trading and 
to remove difficulties which have prevented the free flow of non- 
ferrous scrap to industry during recent weeks. 


The Order—the Non-Ferrous Metals Prices (No. 2) Order, s- I. 
1951 No. 425—came into operation on March 17 and makes the 
following alterations :— 


The maximum commission for merchants on material other 
than lead is increased from 2 per cent. to 3 per cent.; 

The maximum charge for bagging is increased from. 9d. per bag 
to 1s.

DURING NOVEMBER 1950 the value of goods purchased by 

visitors to the United Kingdom under the Personal Export Scheme 
fell from the high level reached in October, but, at £452,000, was 35 per 
cent. higher than in November 1949. United Kingdom emigrants, 
who are also entitled to participate in the scheme, spent £7,000 more 
than in October and £23,000 more than a year ago.

Scotland being just over £20,000. Manchester with £7,000, Liver- 
pool with £3,100, Belfast with £2,700, and Birmingham with

Letterpress Printing in the United States 


A PRODUCTIVITY TEAM representative of Letterpress Printing 

in this country visited last year some three dozen American plants 
and allied institutions in the course of a six weeks’ tour under the 
auspices of the Anglo-American Council on Productivity and the 
technical assistance provisions of the Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration. 

In their Report on the visit, the team state they found productivity 
higher in the United States than in typical plants in the United 
Kingdom, and from observation endorse the saying that high produc- 
tivity results from an attitude of mind. Employer-employee relation- 
ships were good, and it was noticeable how strongly the personality 
of.the man at the top was impressed upon the whole undertaking. 

Specialization is carried to a high degree: some works consist 
almost entirely of a machine room, all operations other than actual 
printing being carried out by trade houses. Machines are kept running 
almost continuously : it is the rule rather than the exception to work 
more than one shift in the day. An outgrowth of specialization is that 
no skilled worker is permitted, or permits himself, to spend time on 
what can be done by unskilled assistance. Americans, too, ask them- 
selves the very pertinent question: ‘“‘ How much quality can we 
afford ?”’ 

The Team credits the average operative in America with working 
much more effectively and producing far more, ‘* but our view is that 
his expenditure of physical effort is not proportionately greater 
than that of the average British printer.” They consider that 
incentives schemes are capable of becoming a‘useful substitute in the 


United Kingdom for what other circumstances provide in America.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament. 


THURSDAY MARCH 15 

Salvage of Waste Paper 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, said there 
had already been an encouraging response on the part of local authori- 
ties to the appeal which he launched in December last for the salvage 
of waste paper. He was, however, considering steps to draw the 
attention of the few urban districts which were still not co-operating 
fully to the urgent need for the resumption and expansion of their 
collections. When he was satisfied with the numbers of local 
authorities collecting and the efficiency of the services, he would 
consider a direct appeal to the general public. 


Wool Yarns for Fishermen’s Jerseys 


The President said he was informed that there was no shortage 
of Abb wool yarns and that supplies were available for immediate 
delivery from the spinners for fishermen’s jerseys. 


Export of Herring 

Provision for the export of herring was included in our Trade 
Agreements with Poland and with Finland, the President said. In 
these and other countries the negotiation of con‘racts rested with the 
Herring Industry Board. His Majesty’s Government would continue 
to do all they could to support them in their efforts. P 


International Materials Conference 

Asked whether the International Materials Conference was 
specifically examining wood and wood-pulp supplies for the paper 
industry; and when it was anticipated that this conference would be 
in a position to make recommendations which might lead to greater 
supplies of pulp being available for British papermakers, the President 
said that the establishment of a Commodity Committee for pulp and 
paper was still under consideration in Washington, and he was not yet 
in a position to make a statement. 


Sugar Supplies from Cuba 

Asked to make a statement about a proposed bilateral agreement 
on sugar supplies between the United Kingdom and Cuba, the 
President said that following upon an approach made by the Cuban 
Government last summer, there had been discussions with the Cuban 
Delegation which was taking part in the talks at Torquay under the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. Until the discussions 
reached a conclusion, he was not in a position to give any details except 
to say that, as one would expect, purchases of sugar were included in 
the subject matter of the talks. Cuba was, of course, an important 
source of sugar supplies for this country. He could say, however, 
that nothing would be concluded with Cuba which would prejudice 
the agreements reached last year with Commonwealth producers. 


MONDAY MARCH 19 


Imports from Japan 

Asked what was the policy of His Majesty’s Government with 
regard to the granting of Most-Favoured-Nation rights for Japanese 
goods imported into this country, the President replied that His 
Majesty’s Government had for some years been collaborating with 
other Governments in promoting agreements to reduce trade barriers 
and so far as possible to eliminate discriminatory policies in inter- 
national trade. His Majesty’s Government did at present, in fact, 
extend the same treatment to Japanese trade as to the trade of countries 
that were parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 
Imports of goods from Japah into the United Kingdom were et 
present restricted for balance of payments reasons and in this respect 
also His Majesty’s Government’s policy towards Japan did not differ 
from the policy that might be adopted under the G.A.T.T. towards 
member countries with which the United Kingdom had balance of 
payments difficulties. 

His Majesty’s Government had carefully considered whether they 
could take the step of entering into a formal undertaking to continue 
in this way to extend Most-Favoured-Nation treatment to Japan, and 
they had decided that in all the circumstances they should not enter 
into such an obligation. 

It was our desire to see Japan recover her economic health as rapidly 
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as possible, in order that she might cease to be a burden on the 
United States taxpayer, and that she might make an important 
contribution to the economic development of the countries of South 
and South-East Asia, which we all desired. Since the war Japan’s 
exports had not been sufficient even to pay for her present imports 
of food and raw materials. Japan must, therefore, develop her exports 
intensively in order to pay her way. 

But it must be the paramount concern of His Majesty’s Government 
to uphold the United Kingdom’s vital economic interests and to 
maintain full employment, and His Majesty’s Government must have 
regard to the quite special characteristics of the competition which was 
experienced from Japan with damaging effects upon employment in 
United Kingdom industries before the war. In an expanding world 
economy it should be possible for Japan to achieve a reasonable 
standard of life for her people without any recurrence of such condi- 
tions. If, however, a situation were to arise in which it became 
necessary to impose special measures on trade with Japan, His 
Majesty’s Government would be reluctant to impose the same measures 
on trade with other countries, as the Most-Favoured-Nation pro- 
vision would require. Unless and until such a situation did arise, 
His Majesty’s Government would continue to accord to Japanese 
goods the benefit of the Most-Favoured-Nation tariff, but it would 
be unwise for us to tie our hands in any way until the future course 
of the Japanese economy and of Japanese commercial policies had 
become more clearly established. 

He hoped those in Japan who were concerned to bring about the 
restoration of the economy of their country would not fail to give 
earnest thought to the question of how Japan might foster the neces- 
sary confidence in her trading policies. He was pleased to observe 
the manner of the reception which the leaders of the Japanese Cotton 
Industry gave to the views of the Anglo-American Cotton Mission 
which visited Japan in May last. He was disposed to believe that 
such contacts between industries might have a useful part to play in 
bringing about necessary developments with the least possible damage 
to our vital economic interests and those of Japan. 


Stocks of Union Jacks 


Asked whether he was aware that there was a shortage of Union 
Jacks in shops ; and what steps he was taking to ensure that greater 
supplies would be made available before the opening date of the 
Festival of Britain, the Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. Arthur 
Bottomley, replied that there were no restrictions on the manufacture 
or distribution of Union Jacks. It was not the custom of retailers to 
hold large stocks of them ; but he was assured that sufficient were 
being produced, and were now available at the wholesale stage, to meet 
expected demands. 


Exhibition of Fabrics from 


Overseas Markets 


AN EXHIBITION of fabrics from overseas markets opened at the 

Colour Design artd Style Centre of the Cotton Board, 19 York 
Street, Manchester, 2, on Tuesday. This is the Centre’s 55th 
exhibition and the 16th on overseas markets. 

It includes samples of fabrics, chiefly from France, America and 
India. Among other countries represented are Japan, Jamaica 
and Southern Rhodesia. In the India section are a colourful group 
of hand-woven saries and Benares shawls; there are furnishing fabrics 
from France, and furnishing fabrics and cotton dress samples from 
America. 

The exhibition will close on April 14. 


Exhibition of Flooring Materials 


A FLOORING EXHIBITION has been opened at the Flooring 
Centre in the Quadrant Arcade, Regent Street, London. 

Sixty different examples of flooring, contributed by 48 floor manu- 
facturing companies, are on view. ‘These are representative of basic 
flooring materials including hardwood, cork, rubber, linoleum, tiles, 
jointless flooring, plastic, terrazzo, granolithic, leather and magnesite. 
It is intended that some further examples will be added at a later date. 

A team of floor maintenance experts is available to give advice on 
the care and treatment of floors.

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Fall in Daily Production Rate in January 


EEKLY AVERAGE output by the cotton industry in the 

five weeks ended February 3 was higher in both spinning and 

weaving sections than in the preceding month, although the 
daily average was generally lower. 


Single yarn production was 5 per cent. more than in December, 
the daily average rate being 1 per cent. lower. The coarser counts 
of yarns increased by 6 per cent., and the medium and finer counts 
by about 3 per cent. The daily average rate of the “‘ 27’s to 80’s” 
was lower by 4 per cent., while the rates for the other counts remained 
about the same as in December. In the doubling section there was a 
general rise of about 6 per cent., the daily average output being 
fractionally lower than in the previous month. Compared with 
December woven cloth produced was over 3 per cent. more, cottons 
rising by 3 and rayon and mixtures by 5 per cent. 


By comparison with January 1950, the daily rate of single yarn was 
lower by 3 per cent., mainly due to a fall of nearly a tenth in the 
“* 27’s to 80’s.”” Doubled yarn, however, was 6 per cent. more then 
in the previous January, this increase being entirely accounted for by 
the “‘ up to 26’s’’ production of the “‘ over 26’s’’ remaining unchanzed. 
The daily average production of spun rayon and mixture yarns, 
although at the same level as in December, was more than a third 
greater than in the previous January. 


In the weaving section the production of rayon and mixture cloths

and the consumption of rayon yarn were each about a tenth more than 
the daily rate in January 1950. 

Employment in the industry on February 3 was considerably lower 
than in the previous period. There were 6,130 fewer spinners and 
doublers, the decline being mainly among the women. The number 
of spinners actually at work represented 88 per cent. of those on the 
employers’ books. In the weaving section there were 6,500 fewer 
workers, the number of women weavers decreasing by over 5,000 
and men by more than 1,000. 


The weekly average of spindles running reflected the drop in the 
number at work, the mule equivalent of the single yarn spindles 
running being 680,000 less than in December and 390,000 fewer than 
in January 1950. Although there were 34,000 fewer doubling spindles 
in use than in December, there were 70,000 more than a year earlier ; 
the number of looms running was over 9,000 less than in the previous 
month and 900 fewer than the previous January.

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Anglo-German Patents 


AN AGREEMENT has been concluded between the British Govern- 

ment and the Government of the Federal Republic of Germany 
whereby the time for making belated applications for United Kingdom 
patents with priority based on a corresponding application deposited 
in a filing office at Darmstadt or Berlin, may be extended until a date 
not later than May 31, 1951, provided the application so deposited 
continued to be dealt with by the Patent Office of the Federal Republic. 

Extensions have been granted by the Government of the Federal 
Republic for making applications in that country founded upon 
applications in the United Kingdom. The agreement is given effect 
by the Patents (Extension of Time) (Federal Republic of Germany) 
Rules, 1951. 


Restoration of Patent and Other Rights of 
United Kingdom Nationals 


IN THE issue of November 19, 1949, the Board of Trade Journal 
contained the teat of Allied High Commission Law No. 8 which 
provided for the restoration and extension of Allied-owned industrial 
literary and artistic property rights which were impaired by German 
legislation during the recent war or as a result of the state of war. 

A Second Implementing Ordinance to that Law has now been 
promulgated in Germany, extending the period for claiming rights 
of prior‘ty under Article 6 of the Law, up to March 31, 1951, where 
failure to make application within the time allowed by Article 6 was 
not the fault of the applicant. A copy of a translation of the Ordinance 
is available for consultation in the Patent Office Library, 25 South- 
ampton Buildings, Chancery Lane, London, W.C.2.

{Import of Cut Flowers 


THE Board of Trade announce (in Notice to Importers No. 429) 
that the Import Licensing Branch is prepared to receive applications 
for licences to import from France limited quantities of cut flowers

than polyanthus narcissus) and foliage, between May 1 and October 31,

Import Duties Drawback Order 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duties (Drawback) 
(No. 8) Order, 1951, which approves a scheme for the allowance of 
drawback on castor seed used in the manufacture of castor oil. The 
rate of drawback is increased from 16s. 6d. to £3 a ton and previous 
schemes are revoked. 

The Order, which came into operation on March 19, 1951, has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1951 No. 408. 


Merchandise Marks Act, 1926 


IMPORTED currants, sultanas, raisins, bacon and ham, poultry, 
meat and butter will require to be marked with an indication of origin 
as from May 25, 1951, when the Marking Orders applicable to those 
products, made under the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, again 
become operative. (Similar Orders are already in operation in respect 
of imported fresh apples, eggs, oat products, tomatoes, margarine, 
malt products, frozen or chilled salmon or trout, and honey.) 
Details of the marking requirements are set out in Notice 33 C, 
copies of which can be obtained from the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, 14/21 Chester Terrace, London, N.W.1 ; the ss 
of Agriculture for Scotland, St. Andrew’s House, Edinburgh, 1; 
the Ministry of Agriculture for Northern Ireland, Stormont, Belfast. 


United Kingdom and Cuba Visa Abolition Agreement 


AN AGREEMENT between the Government of the United Kingdom 
and the Government of Cuba for the reciprocal abolition of visas 
came into force on March 17. The Foreign Office announces that 
under the Agreement nationals holding valid Cuban passports will be 
able to travel to the United Kingdom of Britain and Northern Ireland 
from any place whatever without a visa. Conversely, British subjects 
holding valid United Kingdom passports will be able to enter Cuba 
without visas from any place whatever, either in transit for a maximum 
period of 30 days or as tourists or temporary visitors for a maximum 
period of 6 months, renewable for a similar period. 

The Agreement does not exempt Cuban travellers and British 
travellers, as the case may be, from the necessity of complying with 
the British and Cuban laws and regulations concerning the entry, 
residence (temporary or permanent) and employment or occupation 


of foreigners ; travellers who are unable to satisfy the respective 
Immigration Authorities that they comply with those laws and 
regulations are liable to be refused leave to enter or land. British 
subjects wishing to settle permanently in Cuba will have to obtain 
in advance the necessary entry permit from the Cuban authorities. 


BRITISH STANDARDS 
Gears for Traction (B.S. 235:1951) 


This new British Standard has been drawn up to replace B.S.235, 
which was originally published in 1927 to deal with gear wheels and 
pinions for electric tramways. In preparing the revision, care has been 
taken to ensure that gears made to this new standard shall be inter- 
changeable with those manufactured in accordance with the original 
standard published in 1927. The ratio of the pinion addendum to 
the wheel dedendum is the same as that specified in the 1927 edition 
and is common to all numbers of teeth, but an increased radius has 
been given at the root of the teeth, together with an increased root 
clearance ; the increased root radius having been adopted with a 
view to improving fatigue strength of the tooth. The basic rack tooth 
shape is identical with that which has been adopted for the forth- 
coming revisions of the other gear standards, and the standard includes 
illustrations of this basic rack, given in both unit normal pitch and 
unit normal diametral pitch, the latter being included because it is 
customary in the traction gear industry to use diametral pitch. 

The general layout of the standard has been brought into line with 
that adopted for the other British Standards for gears, and it includes, 
in addition to provisions for the marking of the gears and details of the 
basic rack, two tables setting out the preparations of straight spur 
gear teeth and helical gear teeth of 7}° spiral angle. Price 4s., post free. 


Sampling and Testing Vegetable Adhesives (B.S, 844:1951) 


The British Standard methods of testing adhesives represents one 
of the most complete collections of such test methods. The standard 
in this series covering the sampling and testing of vegetable adhesives 
has just been revised. It applies to vegetable adhesives manufactured 
from starch or other materials containing a high proportion of starch, 
but does not cover adhesives used for such purposes as binders for 
pigments or coated papers. The physical and chemical properties 
depend on the nature of the raw materials and on the methods of 
processing, and it is not possible to draw up simple tests which will 
evaluate the quality of adhesive or its suitability for a particular trade. 
The tests included in the new British Standard provide indications 
of the behaviour of an adhesive in use. Apart from sampling, the 
standard describes methods for the determination of volatile content, 
acidity and alkalinity, pH value, ash, chemical residues, borax, colour, 
efficiency of adhesion, foam, keeping quality and consistency. 

Some experimental work has been carried out on the testing of 
surface tension, balling, tackiness, brittleness and rate of setting, but 
these methods have not been sufficiently developed to provide data 
for standard tests. Price 2s., post free. 


Insulating Oil (low viscosity) for Transformers and Switch- 
gear (B.S. 148:1951) 


The British Standards Institution has recently published, under 
the above title, a revised edition of B.S.148, Insulating Oils for 
Electrical Purposes (excluding cables). The original edition was 
published in 1933 and dealt with six classes of oil, viz. :—A.0, A.10, 
A.30, B.0, B.10 and B.30, differing in allowable sludge limits and 
cold test temperatures. Experience has shown that while satisfactory 
performance in respect of freedom from sludge formation is provided 
in practice by oils meeting the sludge test limit for Class B oils, it 
is desirable to exclude oils of this class having a tendency to excessive 
formation of acidity. Such oils are accordingly excluded from this 
revision. Further, it is now considered unnecessary to provide a 
selection of oils having different temperature characteristics, and a 
maximum pour point of —25°F. (—31-7°C.) has been standardized 
as suitable for the majority of conditions. 

The revised edition of B.S. 148 is based largely on information 
supplied by the British Electrical and Allied Industries Research 
Association.

Britain’s Big Share in Angola’s Foreign Trade 


The article below was written for the Board of Trade Journal by H.M. Consul at Argola. 


The Commercial 


Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, I1.C. House, Millbank, London, S.W.1, will be pleased to 
answer any questions arising out of this article. 


WING TO the unprecedented demand for Angolan products, 

market conditions in the country remain good with no signs of 

saturation. Asa result of Portugal’s strong creditor position in the 
European Payments Union, and of anticipated difficulties of supply of 
certain materials, import licences for sterling area goods have been 
much easier to obtain since the beginning of 1951. 

Angolan import statistics for 1950 are not yet available. Those 
published for 1949 show that the United Kingdom accounted by 
value for 15 per cent. of the total with 206,942 contos out of 1,337,024, 
a great improvement over 1948 when the United Kingdom’s share was 
under 10 per cent. Great Britain was a dominant supplier in 1949 
of motor cycles, bicycles (11,200, out of a total number of 12,200 
imported), cranes, biscuits, steel wire, sewing machines, bank notes, 
cigarette paper, insulated electric wire, remedies for sleeping sickness 
and malaria, and rail track accessories and equipment. She was also 
a leading supplier of motor cars, trucks and lorries, paints, fountain 
pens, soap, barbers’ equipment, steel and iron chain, tyres, tractors, 
tools, gauges, generators, hoes, water meters, electric accumulators, 
caustic soda, copper bars, copper wire, cement, tar and textiles. 

According to Angolan statistics exports in 1949 were valued, for 
fiscal purposes, at 1,793,012 contos* and the leading countries of 
destination were Portugal (602,915 contos), United Kingdom (274,973), 
United States (226,345), and Germany (143,933). (‘ Fiscal values ”’ 
are fixed by the Colonial authorities for taxation purposes and are not 
necessarily an indication of market prices.) 


Record Exports in 1950 


Angolan exports in 1950 reached record heights at about 525,000 
tons, valued at 2,100,000 contos. The ten leading exports were in the 
following order—coffee (743,382 contos), maize (213,254), sisal 
(189,300), diamonds, sugar, palm-oil, cotton, beans, dried fish, 
fishmeal and guano. Angola is now benefiting by the high prices 
which obtain for colonial products such as coffee, castor-seed, palm-oil 
and sisal. For example, in 1941 exports were 305,000 tons, valued 
at 434,011 contos ; the 1950 figure indicates an increase of 70 per 
cent. in quantity and 380 per cent. in value. 

Turning to the question of imports from other countries into 
Angola, it appears from the published figures that in 1949 Portugal 
supplied 45 per cent. of all imports. Of the total imports, given as 
1,337,024 contos, the leading countries of origin were Portugal 
(607, 881), United States (263,625), United Kingdom (206,942), and 
Belgium (73,881). The ten principal imports by value were in the 
following order: textile piece-goods (259,043), wines and brandies 
(131,752), trucks and lorries (61,694), machinery, wrought iron and 
steel, sacking, cement and pottery, petrol, unwrought iron and 
medicines. 

The predominance of Portuguese imports is partly due to heavy 
tariff protection. Most imports from Europe are routed via Lisbon, 
since Portuguese shipping lines maintain a regular service with 
Angola, and goods shipped in Portuguese bottoms enjoy a discoun* of 
20 per cent. on customs dues. Portuguese freight agents will issue 
in London, through bills of lading for British goods. Elder Dempster 
have sailings from British ports every month or six weeks, but con- 
signments to Angolan ports are liable to some delay, if the ships have 
to call at other West African ports before reaching Angola. 

Much of Angola’s import trade is effected through concerns 
established in Portugal ; these are probably most efficient as repre- 
sentatives for consumer goods when they sell through their own 
branch establishment in Angola. As regards major tenders there is 
much to be said for the representative in Lisbon ; bids are invited 
simultaneously in Angola and Portugal. Local representation is

essential to deal with calls for tenders, if the bids are not placed in 
Lisbon, and to look after the day-to-day fulfilment of contracts 
under execution. 

Good local representation is often difficult to find,. because the 
number of first class firms is limited and these are bombarded with 
requests for agencies. But as a result of the boom conditions enjoyed 
by Angola over the last ten years the number of firms with solid 
financial backing is steadily growing and commission agents are begin- 
ning to appear. On account of its size the colony is difficult to cover 
thoroughly ; purchasing power is, however, concentrated at Luanda 
and Lobito and along the railway lines Luanda-Malange, Lobito- 
frontier of Belgian Congo and Mossamedes-Sa da Bandeira. It 
should not be forgotten that whilst Angola is as large as Italy, Germany 
and France combined, the population is only 3,700,000, of whom 
only 44,000 are white. 


A Price Conscious Market 


This small white population shows very little demand for luxury 
goods. It is traditionally well-disposed to British products, but is 
highly price conscious. The price factor has helped British imports 
since devaluation, but is likely to work in favour of Japanese goods 
from now on. Complete statistics are not yet available, but about 
1,000 Japanese bicycles are believed to have come in during 1950, at 
half the price of the British article. 

Native purchasing power is small, the annual cash income of 
a family exceeding £10 or £12 only in exceptional areas such as the 
towns and richer agricultural and cattle districts. Money is spent 
principally on cheap, strong, boldly-patterned cottons, hoes, bicycles 
and an occasional sewing-machine or radio set. The cottons and 
lighter hoes are Portuguese or Angolan, the other articles usually 
British. The African inhabitant of Angola is no less price conscious 
than the Portuguese, a factor which is likely to become felt increasingly 
as Japanese competition grows. 

World conditions appear to favour indefinite expansion of exports 
of Colonial products from this tranquil colony. Limiting factors 
are shortage of labour and lack of good communications. It remains 
to be seen whether the current rate of expansion of such activities 
as sisal-growing can be maintained without much more mechanization. 
An unexpected easing of international relations would probably cause 
a slump here as in other territories similarly situated. But Angola is 
fortunate in not being a one-crop country ; one of the main problems 
of her economic authorities is to enforce standards of quality which 
will maintain her exports in normal times. 


Colonial Development 


Angola has not contracted any burden of foreign loans to finance 
development. Since 1931 an orthodox policy of balanced budgets has 
been followed. Handsome budget surpluses in the last ten years 
have been devoted mainly to the Development Fund, 437,000 contos 
having been received by the Fund in this way since 1946. Total 
expenditure in 1949, the last year for which figures are available, 
was 160,000 contos(£1-6m.). The Fund has been devoted in particular 
to port and railway improvements, the provision of electrical power, 
by the dam under construction at Mabubas and the second projected 
at Biopio, and a variety of local schemes for schools, hospitals, roads, 
aerodromes, telephone installations and water services. 

Industrial development to date is slight. Fish-meal is manu- 
factured at various fishing centres along the coast, and this, with 
sugar-refining and diamond-mining, are the most important industrial 
processes. Angola does not yet produce its own beer, but a brewery 
is under construction. A cement factory at Lobito is expected to go 
into production in 1952 and to produce 60,000 tons a year. Cellulose, 
fibro-cement, nails and hoes, cigarettes and some cotton textiles 
complete the list. Industrialization will be slow because of lack of 
coal, iron and electricity, the enormous distances and poor communi- 
cations natural to a thinly populated country.

and Switzerland

manufactures and furs. 

Swiss exports to Norway will include silk and cotton piece-goods, 
clothing and knitwear, machinery, apparatus, instruments, vehicles 
and parts, clocks and watches, pharmaceutical goods and dyestuffs.

France and Iceland 


A NEW trade agreement between France and Iceland was concluded 
on January 24, 1951, and is valid until November 30, 1951. 

The agreement provides for the export to France of Icelandic fish 
and fish products (details below). To the extent that these exports are 
effected the Icelandic authorities will issue import licences for French 
goods up to an equivalent value. The types of French goods which 
may be imported into Iceland under this arrangement are not specified. 

Icelandic exports to France, as provided for in the agreement, are 
as follows : fresh and frozen fish (3,000 tons) ; fresh, frozen, or salted 
herrings (600 tons) ; cods’ roe (8,000 barrels, free of import licence) ; 
various, chiefly tinned fish, cod liver oil, etc. (20 million French 
francs, of which 3 million for French North Africa).

Netherlands and Austria 


A TRADE and Payments Agreement between the Netherlands and 
Austria for the period February 5, 1951 to February 4, 1952, was 
signed at The Hague on February 5, 1951. 

Agreement was reached thai in the future exchange of goods between 
the two countries will no longer be on a barter basis but that trade 
will be conducted through a clearing account.

Reciprocal confirmation of the most-favoured-nation treatment as 
established in the Anglo-Spanish Treaty of Commerce and Navigation 
of 1922 is included amongst the provisions of the arrangements. 


Additional Agreement to Peru-Chile 
Trade Treaty 
BY VIRTUE of Decree No. 11233, published in the Diario Oficial 


of February 1, 1951, the signature of an additional agreement to the 
Peruvian-Chilean Treaty has now been announced, providing for 
mutual concessions on Peruvian cotton and Chilean steel.

1949-50 


HE Statistical Yearbook, 1949-50, is the second issue of the 

Yearbook prepared by the Statistical Office of the United Nations 
in collaboration with the specialized agencies of the United Nations, 
other inter-governmental organizations and the national statistical 
offices of the various countries. 

In addition to a very wide field of economic and financial statistics 
the Yearbook also includes statistical data relating to population and 
to social and cultural subjects. This extensive collection of inter- 
national data is presented in 166 tables, supplemented by appendices 
—showing conversion factors and the principal subjects treated in 
international statistical yearbooks—and alphabetical subject and 
country indexes.

Turn-over Tax in Switzerland 


QRDER NO. 1K of the Swiss Department of Finance and Customs 
dated December 29, 1950, amends the previous regulations re- 
garding the payment of turn-over tax on importation of goods into 
Switzerland. ‘The Order came into force in two parts, on January 1 
and 15, 1951.

reserves and delicacies under Swiss Tariff Nos. 103, 103 a-c (other than 

rry and fruit juices and similar forms of syrup, berry wines); compressed 
yeast; vinegar containing 12 per cent. or less of pure acetic acid.

Treasury Decision 52667 extends the time of the acceptance of 
markings that indicate Italy as the country of origin to 180 days 
from the date of publication of T.D. 52601, i.e. from November 16, 
1950. 


Indian Drug Rules 


THE Gazette of India of January 20, 1951, contains a copy of S.R.O. 89 
issued by the Indian Ministry of Health on January 8, 1951, which 
gives the following draft amendment to the Indian Drug Rules, 1945. 
This amendment is to be taken into consideration on or after April 20, 
1951, and any objections or suggestions received from any person 
before this date will be considered by the Central Government.

THE Australian Commonwealth Minister of Trade and Customs has 
referred to the Tariff Board, for enquiry and report, the following :—

from United Kingdom (Gazette Notice Number 301, published 
in Commonwealth Gazette No. 34, of June 14, 1934), with 
object of confirming or making any necessary amendment to 
terms eisting in Gazettal ; 

(2) Whether acetyl-salicylic acid originated in or exported from 
United Kingdom should be gazetted under Section 6 of Customs 
Tariff (Industry Preservation) Act 1921-1936 ; and 

(3) Whether acetyl-salicylic acid originated in or exported frum 
France should be gazetted under Section 4 and/or Section 6 of 
Customs Tariff (Industry Preservation) Act 1921-1936. 

Section 4 of the Act mentioned provides that, when it is proved 

that goods exported to Australia of a class or kind produced or 
manufactured in Australia have been or are being sold to an importer 
in Australia at an export price which is less than the fair market value 
of the goods at the time of shipment, and that detriment may thereby 
result to an Australian industry, dumping duty may be imposed of a 
sum which represents the difference between the fair market value 
of the goods at the time of shipment and the export price. 

Section 6 of the Act provides for similar treatment for goods on 

consignment.

Commercial Invoices 


THE Board of Trade have received enquiries about the notice in the 
Board of Trade Journal on March 10, 1951, on the new requirements 
for commercial invoices for goods shipped to Mexico. 

The Commercial Counsellor at Mexico City has been consulted 
and offers the following advice to United Kingdom exporters :— 

No official regulations on invoices have yet been issued. 

By, Decree, the importer has solemnly to declare that the price 
shown on the invoice is the same as the price of the merchandise in 
the market. 

In order to enable this to be done, the price shown on the invoice 
by the exporter should be selling price f.o.b. United Kingdom port, 
and the invoice should be signed by a responsible member of the firm. 

It is also recommended that the invoice should bear the wording 
suggested by the Mexican Consul-General in London, viz.: “I 
declare on oath that the price shown for the merchandise in this 
invoice is the same as that prevailing in the market of the place of 
their purchase.”’
